Long have paid their debt to the union 
labor czars by voting in favor of cloture on 
14b. 
If a two thirds majority had approved this 
motion the successful campaign led by Sen. 
Everett Dirksen of Illinois to talk this bill to 
death would have been frustrated. 
By their vote Symington and Long revealed 
their hand by showing that they favor compulsory 
unionism. 
Now that their debt has been paid to the union 
leaders but their will frustrated by the good 
judgment of a bipartisan majority in the Senate, 
there may be justification to hope that the Mis­ 
souri Senators will do better next time but we 
doubt it. 
In voting in favor of cloture, Symington and 
Long were playing cozy with the blind, selfish, 
greedy interests of labor union bosses. They 
did not vote with either majority thinking in the 
Senate, the nation or Missouri. They voted for 
compulsory union dues. 
The failure of 14b to clear Congress this 
session is due to an awakening of the American 
people in behalf of freedom. The Senate vote 
is by no means a slap at organized labor. 
Many union members favor the present law, 
which permits states to pass right-to-work laws 
and gives workers choice not dictation. 
At the outset it was predicted Congress would 
repeal 14b. 
President Lyndon B. 
Johnson 
promised it. Repeal was one of his election 
pledges. 
The reason Congress did not approve repeal 
of 14b is because the American people were in­ 
formed about it sufficiently to understand the 
issues and aroused to the point of protest. 
They let Congressmen know their wishes in no 
uncertain term s. 
A conservative coalition of Democrats and 
Republicans—dormant and powerless during 
most of this session of Congress—was re­ 
established under Dirksen’s able leadership. 
We’d be happy to see Symington and Long 
begin thinking for themselves and voting in 
behalf of the American poeple more often in­ 
stead of blindly rushing to rubber stamp the 
Johnson administration program and appeasing 
every selfish interest. 
They will have the opportunity again to vote 
on 14b.

The 
way to 
create more jobs is to en­ 
courage enterprise to p re ss 
ahead.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — No story of 
the c a re e r of callous North 
C arolina Congressman Harold 
Cooley 
is complete without 
som e reference to his relations 
with C harles 
Patrick Clark, 
long-tim e lobbyist for Franco 
of Spain. 
Mr. 
Clark Is a rem arkable 
man. He Is pugnacious, p er­ 
suasive and productive. Though 
long registered as a foreign 
agent, he doesn't like to be 
called a lobbyist. He prefers 
the term "cultural adviser.” 
N evertheless, he has accom ­ 
plished m ore as a foreign agent 
than perhaps any other Wash­ 
ington lobbyist In years. 
* 
His 
recent accomplishment 
w as for Venezuela, and here is 
the Inside story of what hap­ 
pened: three young men, Dr. 
Antonio Espinoza, Dr. Manuel 
P erez 
O liveras, 
Mr. M arcel 
C arvallo, representing the Ven­ 
ezuela Sugar Association, came 
to Washington to try to Increase 
V enzuela's sugar quota as other 
countries have done. 
They dropped in at the Ven­ 
ezuelan em bassy to tell the 
am bassador they were going up 
to 
Congress to talk to Mr. 
Cooley. This they had been told 
w as the thing to do since he, 
a s chairm an of the House A gri­ 
culture Com mittee, controlled 
the sugar quotas which mean 
m illions of dollars to sugar- 
raising nations. 
So, accom ­ 
panied by the Venezuelan com ­ 
m ercial attache, W alter Brandt, 
they called on Cooley. 
"W hat you need is a law yer,” 
Cooley advised. 
"C an you recommend one?” 
they asked. 
Cooley 
replied that he had 
no candidate; there are many 
good law yers In Washington; 
one who knew the su gar bu sine ss 
extrem ely well, however, was 
C harles Patrick Clark. 
The three young Venezuelans 
called on Clark immediately and 
w ere surprised to find that he 
expected them. He was quite 
willing to handle the Venezuelan 
su g ar quota, and named his fee 
a s follows: a deposit of $25,- 
000 paid Immediately; $25,000 
on January 5, 1966; another 
$25,000 on June I, 1966; $25,- 
000 on January 5, 1965, and 
a final $25,000 on June I. 1965. 


-T o ta l: $125,000 over a two- 
and-a-half-year period. Clark 
also received $5,000 on August 
13 
I GRR 
$10,500 on August 
25, and $7,000 on Septem ber 2f 
1965. Clark told the three Ven­ 
ezuelans that he would cover 
all expenses. He did not specify 
what those expenses would be. 
VENEZUELAN GOVERNMENT 
CONSTERNATION 
The three Venezuelans r e ­ 
turned to their em bassy and 
gleefully announced that they 
had retained a lawyer. 
"W ho is he?” asked the am ­ 
bassador. 
"C h arle s Patrick C lark,” was 
the reply. 
The am bassador had 
been 
ready to recommend several 
com petent lawyers and called 
V enezuela's long-tim e standing 
attorney, Howard Westwood of 
the 
Dean Acheson law firm . 
Westwood almost exploded. 
When Acheson was S ecretary 
of State, Clark, with the a s ­ 
sistance 
of 
congressional 
frien d s, 
had been able 
to 
re v e rse the entire policy of the 
Trum an Adm inistration by ob­ 
taining foreign aid for Franco. 
This was at a period in 1950 
when our European allies were 
so vigorously thumbs-down on 
Franco that longshorem en w ere 
refusing to load arm s for Spain. 
It was feared some European 
longshorem en would also r e ­ 
fuse to unload American ship­ 
m ents when they learned of U.S. 
ald to Spain. Accordingly, the 
Senate voted 42 to 35 in A pril, 
1950, to support the Trum an 
A dm inistration and deny aid to 
Franco. 
Then Charles Patrick Clark 
went to work. Amazingly, in 
August the Senate reversed it­ 
se lf, 65-15,overruledthe P re s ­ 
ident and the Secretary of State 
and voted aid for Spain.' 
Two years later Franco had 
not been able to spend U.S. 
dollars as fast as they were 
voted. He had been allocated 
$187,500,000 but had been able 
to use only $59,500,000. Usually 
C ongress is extrem ely 
nig­ 
gardly on appropriating more 
money for any country when not 
all its appropriation is spent. 
Not so 
with fascist 
Spain. 
Despite the fact that Secretary 
of state Dean Acheson was still 


- vigorously opposed to aiding a 
dictator, Clark in 1952 was able 
to persuade his friends In Con­ 
g ress 
to tack a 
rid er on the 
appropriations 
bill 
okaying 
$62,500,000 for Spain from the 
ex p o rt-im port bank. 
CLARK PRODUCES 
L ater, in 1964, Clark 
and 
congressional friends were able 
to persuade Congress to e a r­ 
m ark $30 million of foreign 
aid for Franco, the only gov­ 
ernm ent In the foreign aid bill 
so favored. This meant that the 
State Department had to spend 
the money for Spain whether it 
wanted to or not. 
Faced with the news that Ven­ 
ezuela had hired Clark, Am­ 
bassador Enrique T ejera-P a ris 
protested. 


"B ut he had pictures of P re s ­ 
ident Truman and signed photos 
of President Kennedy all over 
his office wall,” the three sugar 
em issa ries reported. 
However, it was too late. The 
deal had been made. 
The 
am bassador telephoned 
C aracas to Inform his govern­ 
ment that it had retained a 
man form erly retained by F ra n ­ 
co; also by Venezuela's hated 
dictator Perez Jim inez, whom 
the 
present government had 
overthrown and who is now in 
jail under trial. 


Furtherm ore, the am bassador 
reported, Clark had been the 
lobbyist for Dictator Trujillo 
of the Dominican Republic. T ru ­ 
jillo had been banished from the 
Organization 
of 
Am erican 
States for attem pting to a s ­ 
sassinate President Betancourt 
of Venezuela, founder of the 
present dem ocratic regim e. 
News 
of C lark's 
retention 
caused a furor in Venezuela. 
The m inister of com m erce went 
on television to explain that 
A m bassador T e je ra -P aris had 
had nothing to do with the deal. 
However, 
Charles 
Patrick 
C lark earned his fee. P revious­ 
ly Venezuela had a sugar quota 
of 2,500 tons, now wanted an 
increase to 20,000 tons. Clark 
did much better. 
He got 
It 
30,000 tons, a quota which Ven­ 
ezuela can't even produce. 
That’s the kind of magic Clark 
Is able to use on his friend, 
callous Harold Cooley.

FOURTEEN B IGNORED 
How One Union Chief P er­ 
sonally 
Repealed 
Anti-Union 
Shop Law. 
Washington, D .C u - From the 
Ozarks 
to the Okefenokee 
Swamp and on to the Rio Grande, 
the mad hatter, Alex Rose, is 
a man to be reckoned with by 
all the land — not only because 
he is a confidant of presidents, 
not only because he is the New 
York Liberal Party leader to 
whom John Lindsay found his 
way, but because he has per­ 
sonally repealed prohibition on 
the anti-union shop law known 
as Fourteen B. 
Mr. Rose, whose avocation 
is 
saber • rattling and saber- 
dancing politics, is by occupa­ 
tion international president of 
the H atters, Cap and M illinery 
w orkers union. 
To give him self tim e for his 
hobby, including being a sort 
of latter day Bernard Baruch 
to mayors as well as p re si­ 
dents, Alex, the Rose, as FDR 
used to call him, simply ignored 
Fourteen B. 
This was not as difficult as 
it seem s, not even in the south 
and southwest wherein are most 
of the 19 states which ban the 
union shop as a prerequisite 
for holding a job. 
Mr. Rose and his colleagues 
simply decided that no hat, 
cap or millinery m anufacturer 
could put a union label in his 
product unless at least 97 per 
cent of employes signed 
up 
with the union. 
The m anufacturers could not 
use the union label even if they 
were signed up with the union 
if Hie 97 per cent quota was 
not reached in the plant. 
Thus the em ployers them ­ 
selves, in effect, became the 
union’s business agents. They 
made the rounds of their own 
plants urging the w orkers to 
sign up. 
Otherwise, 
they 
reasoned, 
what would be the sense 
in 
paying 
higher 
wages 
and 
operating their 
shops 
on 
shorter hours if they could not

elated Rose recently "th ere is 
not a single, important southern 
shop, or in Texas either, which 
is not organized. Fourteen B lias 
not stopped us. This is the one 
union which has used the union 
label as a new dynamic weapon, 
to beat Fourteen B, and 
we 
don't have a single im portant 
A ctory without a 37 per cent 
m em bership. I predict the rest 


of labor will follow suit.” 
M r. Rose’s predictions have 
been 98 per cent accurate. But 
he 
does 
forecast 
a Lindsay 
mayoral victory in New York. 
So he is a chance taker. 
However, whether the rest 
of the labor movement seizes 
on his tactic really is not the 
issu e. Actually Fourteen B has 
been only an inconvenience to 
the top leadership of A m eri­ 
ca’s unions. 
What really deeply concerns 
them 
is 
Fourteen 
B’s sym ­ 
bolism . It is in a 
sense im ­ 
portant upmanship. They see it 
as a symbol of their political

Three national labor leaders 
even acknowledged they

Republicans. One, the retail 
clerk s’ Jam es Suffridge, often 
talked of a s Geroge Meany*s 
successor, joined with the glass 
bottle blow ers’ Lee Minton and

Carpenters* 
M aurice 
Hutcheson in w ires as fellow 
Republicans to G. O. P. Sena­ 
tors urging them to end the 
filibuster. 
But it was a lost cause. P re s­ 
ident Johnson for the first tim e

There just 
was not tim e for a full fight. 
And this was a battle which 
had to be waged for uncondi­ 
tional su rren d er.

It has been said that once a bale of cotton has been ginned that it can 
be traced from the farm where it was grown to its final use when­ 
ever and w herever that may be. 


When a tra ile r containing picked cotton is weighed in at the McMul­ 
lin Gin a record is made of the number of pounds, the name of the in­ 
terested parties (sharecropper, tenant, and landlord) and the date of 
arrival. The tra ile r is given a tag bearing the number showing the 
order in which it was received plus the nam es and the pounds con­ 
tained. 


When the tra ile r is pulled under the suction pipe (suck) the seed cot­ 
ton immediately starts on the way to gain it*s identity. F irst it is dried 


in accordance with its m oisture and its greenness. Then it goes thru 
what is known as the Green Leaf and Stick machine, which rem oves 


the larger leaf and foreign p articles. From there it progresses 
Impact cleaner, which cleans any of the larger foreign m atter re 


ing and in addition conditions o r “ Hutts” the seed cotton for the gin 
stands. The cotton is then again mildly dried by the second phase dryer 


to remove any chill resulting from its travel thru the machinery and 
m etal tubing. Then into the gin stands the seed are gently rem oved 


from the cotton and the seed are carried by air to the seed house later 
to be removed to the cotton oil m ill. The lint cotton, however, has just

begun its journey in modern day gins. From the gin stands it goes to the 
individual lint cleaners behind each gin stand. There hundreds of fine- 


tooth saws turning at high speeds remove up to twenty-five per cent of 
the pin trash which weighs insignificantly but which lowers the grade 


o r desirability of the bale considerably. Final process of cleaning the 
cotton comes when the cotton proceeds to the M oss-Gordin, or battery 


lint cleaner. In this last cleaning process the cotton begins to resem ble 
in appearance the cotton with which physicians and hospitals are sc 
fam iliar. 


Into the condenser now from the battery type lint cleaner the cotton 
proceeds to the p re ss which tram ps or com presses it into bales weigh­ 
ing approximately 500 lbs; wrapped in jute bagging and bound by six 
steel straps (ties) it is then weighed and receives a gin number. The 
bale is then transported to the cotton com press where the com press 
attaches its own number, which rem ains with the bale until it is finally 
used.

Equipment and know-how are 
available today to teach young 
people safe driving, including 
what to do in em ergencies, 
without placing them on city 
streets and high speed high­ 
ways to learn the hard way.

CHARLESTON -- What is the 
difference between drip-dry and 
w ash-and-w ear 
clothes? Drip 
dry clothes a re designed to be 
hung to dry dripping wet, with­ 
out wringing afte r 
washing. 
They are not supposed to r e ­ 
quire ironing, but they usually 
do. Clothes labeled wash and 
w ear can be washed and dried 
repeatedly 
in an automatic 
w asher and d ry er. These gar­ 
ments also req u ire at least 
touchup ironing. 
How long will a wash-and- 
w ear finish la st? A good qual­ 
ity finish should last the life of 
the garm ent. Long soaking, hard 
twisting 
and 
chlorine-type 
bleach can dam age the fabric 
easily. 
The 
industry is now 
providing a type of wash-and- 
w ear fabric which can be washed 
and dried by any method. Often 
these fabrics may be bleached 
with 
chlorine-type 
bleaches. 
M en's white cotton wash-wear 
sh irts are classic examples.

Do you have to launder your 
w ash-and-w ear clothes sepa­ 
rately?

Newer dryers with wash- 
and-w ear settings provide Just 
the right heat and final oool-

to restore 
wrinkle r e ­ 
sistance. If you have an older 
d ry er, partially dry the wash- 
and - wear garm ents and put 
them on hangers. Don't leave 
dry or damp garm ents in the 
d ry er after it has stopped-- 
they wrinkle quickly.

PROPER COMBINING 
PRACTICES MEAN MORI-] 
BEANS, INCREASED PROFITS 
BLOOMFIELD — S o y b e a n s 
yields will be below normal in 
this area as a result of dry 
weather. It is therefore impor­ 
tant that beans be harvested in 
such a way as to get the highest 
possible proportion of the beans 
out of the field. 
Field losses can lie su rp ris­ 
ingly high unless steps are taken 
to reduce them . At the Iowa 
Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion 
w here 
considerable re­ 
search has been conducted on 
this problem , one study showed 
an average loss of 5.5 bushels 
per acre on beans that pro­ 
duced 33 bushels per ac re. 
This, of course, means a finan­ 
cial loss of $13 to $14 per acre 
which indicates just how costly 
field lo sses can be. Now, this 
was just field lo ss, and in addi­ 
tion to this, lo sses are frequent­ 
ly increased 
by 
excessive 
cracking in the process of com­ 
bining, excessive amounts of 
foreign m aterial, and storage 
losses where the m oisture con­ 
tent of beans is too high at har­ 
vest tim e. Such losses can be 
prevented to a great extent by 
taking the proper precautions 
at harvest tim e. 
Before startin g the combine, 
be sure that your combine is 
properly set to combine beans. 
Instructions for 
setting 
the 
combine for harvesting beans 
as well as other crops are found 
in the o p era to r's manual that 
came with your combine. You 
should fam iliarize yourself with 


these instructions and follow 
them carefully. 
The combine should lie stained 
as soon as possible after the 
m oisture contents of the beans 
is reduced to 14 percent. This 
is the maximum m oisture con­ 
tent for safe storage of beans, 
and the longer the beans are 
left In the field after the m ois- 
level, tlie greater your losses 
are likely to be. 
The combine cutter bar should 
be set as low as possible. Cut­ 
te r bar losses account for ap­ 
proxim ately 80 percent of total 
soybean 
losses. Tests 
con­ 
ducted in Iowa indicated that 
losses on beans that would yield 
30 bushels per acre increase 
1.5 bushels per acre every tim e 
the cutter bar is raised one inch. 
The height 
and speed of the 
combine reel should lie adjusted 
so as to prevent knocking beans 
from the pods. 
You can cal­ 
culate the amount of beans being 
lost by checking at places where 
you would judge the losses to be 
about average for the field. The 
loss of four shelled beans per 
square foot means the loss of 
one bushel per acre, so the loss 
can lie estim ated on this basis. 
The cylinder speedof the com­ 
bine should be adjusted to thresh 
lK>ans cleanly without cracking 
them . The combine recleaner 
should 
be used to 
rem ove 
foreign m aterial. Failure to do 
this can result in dockage and 
will increase 
the danger 
of 
storage loss when beans are 
stored by reducing air circula­ 
tion through the beans in the 
bin.

President Lyndon B. Johnson, who generally 
has appointed top notch men, has done what 
President John F. Kennedy refused to do. 
He has nominated incompetent Francis X. 
Morissey, Boston municipal judge, to be a 
United States district court judge in Massachu­ 
setts. 
The only good thing that has ever been said 
about Morissey is that he is loyal to his friends. 
Fortunately for him the influential Massachu­ 
setts Kennedys as well as Johnson are among 
them. 
An unconvincing sideshow to the main event 
was the pathetic spectacle of old, tottering Rep. 
John W. McCormack of Massachusetts protesting 
before television cameras that he saw nothing 
wrong with rewarding friends. 
The flaw in that is that friendship alone will 
not produce a competent judiciary, a major 
need in a democracy.

The Senate Judiciary Committee acted like 
nitwits in approving the nomination. It did it 
this time without U. S. Sen.

Many union members favor the present law, 
which permits states to pass right-to-work laws 
and gives workers choice not dictation. 
At the outset it was predicted Congress would 
repeal 14b. President Lyndon B. 
Johnson 
promised it. Repeal was one of his election 
pledges. 
The reason Congress did not approve repeal 
of 14b is because the American people were in­ 
formed about it sufficiently to understand the 
issues and aroused to the point of protest. 
They let Congressmen know their wishes in no 
uncertain terms. 
A conservative coalition of Democrats and 
Republicans—dormant and powerless during 
most of this session of Congress—was re­ 
established under Dirksen’s able leadership. 
We’d be happy to see Symington and Long 
begin thinking for themselves and voting in 
behalf of the American poeple more often in­ 
stead of blindly rushing to rubber stamp the 
Johnson administration program and appeasing 
every selfish interest.

ELEVEN LITTLE 
INSURANCE MEN 


WASHINGTON — No story of - 
the career of callous North 
Carolina Congressman Harold 
Cooley 
Is complete without 
some reference to his relations 
with Charles Patrick Clark, 
long-time lobbyist for Franco 
of Spain. 
Mr. Clark is a remarkable 
man. He is pugnacious, per­ 
suasive and productive. Though 
long registered as a foreign 
agent, he doesn’t like to be 
called a lobbyist. He prefers 
the term “ cultural adviser.” 
Nevertheless, he has accom­ 
plished more as a foreign agent 
than perhaps any other Wash­ 
ington lobbyist in years. 
His 
recent accomplishment 
was for Venezuela, and here is 
the inside story of what hap­ 
pened: three young men, Dr. 
Antonio Espinoza, Dr. Manuel 
Perez Ollveras, Mr. Marcel 
Carvallo, representing the Ven­ 
ezuela Sugar Association, came 
to Washington to try to Increase 
Venzuela's sugar quota as other 
countries have done. 
They dropped In at the Ven­ 
ezuelan embassy to tell the 
ambassador they were going up 
to Congress to talk to Mr. 
Cooley. This they had been told 
was the thing to do since he, 
as chairman of the House Agri­ 
culture Committee, controlled 
the sugar quotas which mean 
millions of dollars to sugar- 
raising nations. 
So, accom­ 
panied by the Venezuelan com­ 
mercial attache, Walter Brandt, 
they called on Cooley. 
“ What you need is a lawyer,” 
Cooley advised. 
“ Can you recommend one?” 
they asked. 
Cooley replied that he had 
no candidate; there are many 
good lawyers In Washington; 
one who knew the sugar business 
extremely well, however, was 
Charles Patrick Clark. 
The three young Venezuelans 
called on Clark immediately and 
were surprised to find that he 
expected them. He was quite 
willing to handle the Venezuelan 
sugar quota, and named his fee 
as follows: a deposit of $25,- 
000 paid immediately; $25,000 
on January 5, 1966; another 
$25,000 on June 1, 1966; $25,- 
000 on January 5, 1965, and 
a final $25,000 on June 1, 1965. 


Total: $125,000 over a tw o-- 
and-a-half-year period. Clark 
also received $5,000 on August 
13 
IQfiR 
$10 500 on August 
25, and $7,000 on September 2f 
1965. Clark told the three Ven­ 
ezuelans that he would cover 
all expenses. He did not specify 
what those expenses would be. 
VENEZUELAN GOVERNMENT 
CONSTERNATION 
The three Venezuelans re ­ 
turned to their embassy and 
gleefully announced that they 
had retained a lawyer. 
“ Who is he?” asked the am­ 
bassador. 
“ Charles Patrick Clark,” was 
the reply. 
The ambassador had 
been 
ready to recommend several 
competent lawyers and called 
Venezuela’s long-time standing 
attorney, Howard Westwood of 
the Dean Ache son law firm. 
Westwood almost exploded. 
When Acheson was Secretary' 
of State, Clark, with the as­ 
sistance 
of 
congressional 
friends, 
had been able 
to 
reverse the entire policy of the 
Truman Administration by ob­ 
taining foreign aid for Franco. 
This was at a period in 1950 
when our European allies were 
so vigorously thumbs-down on 
Franco that longshoremen were 
refusing to load arm s for Spain. 
It was feared some European 
longshoremen would also r e ­ 
fuse to unload American ship­ 
ments when they learned of U.S. 
aid to Spain. Accordingly, the 
Senate voted 42 to 35 In April, 
1950, to support the Truman 
Administration and deny aid to 
Franco. 
Then Charles Patrick Clark 
went to work. Amazingly, in 
August the Senate reversed it­ 
self, 65-15, overruled the P res­ 
ident and the Secretary' of State 
and voted aid for Spain.’ 
Two years later Franc" had 
not been able to spend U.S. 
dollars as fast as they were 
voted. He had been allocated 
$187,500,000 but had been able 
to use only $59,500,000. Usually 
Congress is extremely 
nig­ 
gardly on appropriating more 
money for any country when not 
all its appropriation is spent. 
Not so 
with fascist 
Spain. 
Despite the fact that Secretary 
of state Dean Acheson was still

FOURTEEN B IGNORED 
How One Union Chief Per­ 
sonally 
Repealed 
Anti-Union 
Shop Law. 
Washington, D .C .:« From the 
Ozarks 
to the Okefenokee 
Swamp and on to the Rio Grande, 
the mad hatter, Alex Rose, is 
a man to be reckoned with by 
all the land — not only because 
he is a confidant of presidents, 
not only because he is the New 
York Liberal Party leader to 
whom John Lindsay found his 
way, but because he has per­ 
sonally repealed prohibition on 
the anti-union shop law known 
as Fourteen B. 
Mr. Rose, whose avocation 
is 
saber • rattling and saber- 
dancing politics, is by occupa­ 
tion international president of 
the Hatters, Cap and Millinery 
workers union. 
To give himself time for his 
hobby, including being a sort 
of latter day Bernard Baruch 
to mayors as well as presi­ 
dents, Alex, the Rose, as FDR 
used to call him, simply ignored 
Fourteen B. 
This was not as difficult as 
it seem s, not even in the south 
and southwest wherein are most 
of the 19 states which ban the 
union shop as a prerequisite 
for holding a job. 
Mr. Rose and his colleagues 
simply decided that no hat, 
cap or millinery manufacturer 
could put a union label in his 
product unless at least 97 per 
cent of employes signed 
up 
with the union. 
The manufacturers could not 
use the union label even if they 
were signed up with the union 
if the 97 per cent quota was 
not reached in the plant. 
Thus the employers them­ 
selves, in effect, became the 
union’s business agents. They 
made the rounds of their own 
plants urging the workers to 
sign up.

The union has great influence 
in the urban centers. It puts 
on tremendous union label “ ed­ 
ucation” programs in concen­ 
trated labor areas such as Pitts­ 
burgh, Chicago and New York, 
where millions of workers are 
label and class conscious. 
“ As a result,” said 
the 
elated Rose recently “ there is 
not a single, important southern 
shop, or in Te«ts either, which 
is not organized. Fourteen B has 
not stopped us. This is the one 
union which has used the union 
label as a new dynamic weapon, 
to beat Fourteen B, and 
we 
don’t have a single important 
Victory without a 37 per cent 
membership. I predict the rest 


of labor will follow suit.’’ 
Mr. Rose’s predictions have 
been 98 per cent accurate. But 
he 
does 
forecast a Lindsay 
mayoral victory in New York. 
So he is a chance taker. 
However, whether the rest 
of the labor movement seizes 
on his tactic really is not the 
issue.

Unions, even those as

dispatch hundreds of 
telegram s to their locals, which 
in turn sent thousands of wires

in turn beat the bush to get out 
the force to beat on the doors 
of Senators. 
Three national labor leaders 
even acknowledged they

Growing Population and 
Food Shortage Faces World 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Sen. 
Frank Carlson, R-Kan., told the 
Future Farmers of America 
that one of the most challenging 
crisis facing the world is an 
expanding 
population and a 
shortage of food. 
In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery at the 38th annual FFA 
convention, Carlson said the 
problems confronting agricul­ 
ture and the supply of food are 
more crucial today than ever be­ 
fore in history. 
“ The population of the world 
is growing even more rapidly 
than ever and it is very uncer­ 
tain at this stage whether the 
world will be able to feed its 
increasing population In the next 
10 to 15 years.” 
“In Asia,” he said, “ merely 


to 
maintain present meager 
diets, yields per acre must in­ 
crease by more than 50 per 
cent between now and 1980.”

A Day At The McMullin Gin 
WITH MRS. HAROLD ROGERS 
THE ONLY LADY COTTON GIN MANAGER IN MISSOURI 


It has been said that once a bale of cotton has been ginned that it can 
be traced from the farm where it was grown to its final use when­ 
ever and wherever that may be. 


When a trailer containing picked cotton is weighed in at the McMul­ 
lin Gin a record is made of the number of pounds, the name of the in­ 
terested parties (sharecropper, tenant, and landlord) and the date of 
arrival. The trailer is given a tag bearing the number showing the 
order in which it was received plus the names and the pounds con­ 
tained. 


When the trailer is pulled under the suction pipe (suck) the seed cot­ 
ton immediately starts on the way to gain it’s identity. F irst it is dried 


in accordance with its moisture and its greenness. Then it goes thru 
what is known as the Green Leaf and Stick machine, which removes 


the larger leaf and foreign particles. From there it progresses to the 
Impact cleaner, which cleans any of the larger foreign m atter rem ain­ 


ing and in addition conditions or “ Hulls" the seed cotton for the gin 
stands. The cotton is then again mildly dried by the second phase dryer

to remove any chill resulting from its travel thru the machinery and

metal tubing. Then into the gin stands the seed are gently removed 
weighing “ in” a trailer load of cotton. 
Trailers from Illinois are sometimes seen on the gin yard as well. 
from the cotton and the seed are carried by air to the seed house later 
to be removed to the cotton oil mill. The lint cotton, however, has just 


begun its journey in modern day gins. From the gin stands it goes to the 
individual lint cleaners behind each gin stand. There hundreds of fine- 


tooth saws turning at high speeds remove up to twenty-five per cent of 
the pin trash which weighs insignificantly but which lowers the grade 


or desirability of the bale considerably. Final process of cleaning the 
cotton comes when the cotton proceeds to the Moss-Gordin, or battery 


lint cleaner. In this last cleaning process the cotton begins to resemble 
in appearance the cotton with which physicians and hospitals are sc 
fam iliar.

Into the condenser now from the battery type lint cleaner the cotton 
proceeds to the press which tramps or compresses it into bales weigh­ 
ing approximately 500 lbs; wrapped in jute bagging and bound by six 
steel straps (ties) it is then weighed and receives a gin number. The 
bale is then transported to the cotton compress where the compress 
attaches its own number, which remains with the bale until it is finally 
used.

HAYTI — M issouri is well on 
its way to setting a new rec­ 
ord in highway fatalities and the

How can this slaughter be re ­ 
duced? Many automobile traf­ 
fic specialists and plain p ri­ 
vate 
citizens 
have various 
opinions 
on the m atter. The 
state adm inistration is head­ 
ing in the right direction for 
increased highway safety with 
several new laws going into ef­ 
fect, such as the mandatory 
drunk driver test, serial check­ 
ing of speeding, and others. 
It seems to me that the state 
still hasn't gone far enough. All 
drivers should be required to 
take a good driving test be­ 
fore receiving a d riv er's li­ 
cense. 
Many 
fatal 
accidents 
are 
caused by drivers making left 
turns with complete disregard 
of the other drivers behind 
them. Others are caused when 
drivers stop dead in their lane 
to wait out oncoming traffic 
before making a left turn. The 
State highway department could 
eliminate a lot of this hazard 
by placing left turn waiting lanes 
• at such points. To wait for a 
break in traffic before turning 
left off a high speed highway, 
a motorist could pull off the 
highway on to the waiting lane 
and then be out of the flow of 
traffic. Even a widened shoulder 
with gravel on it would help, 
and this shouldn't cost too much. 
Dave W ilkerson, manager 
of 
the Pemiscot • Dunklin Elec­ 
tric 
Co-op, Hayti, said that 
he saw five people killed at one 
tim e in an accident involving a 
driver who had stopped dead on 
the highway to wait for an op­ 
portunity to make a left turn.

needed. D river e d u c a t i o n 
courses in the high schools are 
good as far as they go, but 
most of them can't go very 
fitr under present pract :e s, 
and not all schools have them . 
An article in Parade Maga­ 
zine Sunday reports on teen­ 
age drivers and points up the 
feet that while thousands of 
young people have learned how 
to sta rt, stop and steer 
an 
automobile, they know very lit­ 
tle about "defensive driving" 
and how to handle em ergencies 
—how to avoid traffic accidents 
and what to. do when it sud­ 
denly appears that they might 
become involved in one anyway. 
Equipment and know-how a re 
available today to teach young 
people safe driving, including 
what to do in em ergencies, 
without placing them on city 
streets and high speed high­ 
ways to learn the hard way. 
Such program s go considerably 
further than the conventional 
drivers • ed 
courses in high 
school. While 
most schools 
might not have the funds for 
such an expanded program , it 
should be possible for such 
complete drivers training cen­ 
te rs to be established on a 
county basis to serve all of the 


young drivers therein. There is 
usually more ways than one of 
"skinning the c a t." 
The fact that must be faced 
is that driving an automobile

CARE FOR YOUR CLOTHES 
CHARLESTON — What is the 
difference between drip-dry and 
w ash-and-w ear clothes? Drip 
dry clothes are designed to be 
hung to dry dripping wet, with­ 
out wringing after 
washing. 
They are not supposed to r e ­ 
quire ironing, but they usually 
do. Clothes labeled wash and 
w ear can be washed and dried 
repeatedly 
in an automatic 
w asher and dryer. These g a r­ 
m ents also require at least 
touchup ironing. 
How long will a w ash-and- 
w ear finish last? A good qual­ 
ity finish should last the life of 
the garm ent. Long soaking, hard 
tw isting 
and 
chlorine-type 
bleach can damage the fabric 
easily. 
The industry is now 
providing a type of w ash-and- 
w ear fabric which can be washed 
and dried by any method. Often 
these fabrics may be bleached 
with 
chlorine -type 
bleaches. 
M en's white cotton w ash-w ear 
sh irts are classic exam ples. 
The 
w ash-w ear qualities of 
these fabrics last the life of 
the garm ent. 
Do you have to launder your 
w ash-and-w ear clothes sepa­ 
rately? No, provided you don’t 
wash them with the regular 
laundry in which you use a 
bleach. Colored w ash-and-w ear 
garm ents 
should be 
washed 
separately from white. (White 
nylon, 
particularly, 
has a 
tendency to take up color. 
It's hard to get collars and 
cuffs clean in w ash-and-w ear 
clothes--and how do you rem ove 
the grease spots? Scrub heavily 
soiled and stained areas with 
detergent 
solution or 
liquid 
detergent before putting into hot 
w ater. You may need to use a 
dry cleaning fluid to rem ove

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PROPER COMBINING 
PRACTICES MEAN MORE 
BEANS, INCREASED PROFITS 
BLOOMFIELD - - S o y b e a n s 
yields will be below normal in 
this area as a result of dry 
w eather. It is therefore im por­ 
tant that beans be harvested in 
such a way as to get the highest 
possible proportion of the beans 
out of the field. 
Field losses can be su rp ris­ 
ingly high unless steps are taken 
to reduce them. At the Iowa 
A gricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion 
where 
considerable re­ 
search has been conducted on 
this problem , one study showed 
an average loss of 5.5 bushels 
per acre on beans that pro­ 
duced 33 bushels per a c re . 
This, of course, means a finan­ 
cial loss of $13 to $14 per acre 
which indicates just how costly 
field lo sses can be. Now, this 
was just field loss, and in addi­ 
tion to this, losses are frequent­ 
ly increased 
by 
excessive 
cracking in the process of com­ 
bining, excessive amounts of 
foreign m aterial, and storage 
losses where the m oisture con­ 
tent of beans is too high at har­ 
vest tim e. Such losses can be 
prevented to a great extent by 
taking the proper precautions 
at harvest tim e. 
Before starting the combine, 
be sure that your combine is 
properly set to combine beans. 
Instructions for 
setting 
the 
combine for harvesting beans 
as well as other crops are found 
in the operator’s manual that 
came with your combine. You 
should fam iliarize yourself with 


these instructions and follow 
them carefully. 
The combine should be started 
as soon as possible after the 
m oisture contents of the beans 
is reduced to 14 percent. This 
is the maximum m oisture con­ 
tent for safe storage of beans, 
and the longer the beans are 
left in the field after the m ois- 
level, the greater your losses 
are likely to be. 
The combine cutter bar should 
be set as low as possible. Cut­ 
ter bar losses account for ap­ 
proxim ately 80 percent of total 
soybean 
losses. Tests 
con­ 
ducted in Iowa indicated that 
losses on beans that would yield 
30 bushels per acre increase 
1.5 bushels per acre every tim e 
the cutter bar is raised one inch. 
The height 
and speed of the 
combine reel should be adjusted 
so as to prevent knocking beans 
from the pods. 
You can cal­ 
culate the amount of beans being 
lost by checking at places where 
you would judge the losses to be 
about average for the field. The 
loss of four shelled beans per 
square foot means the loss of 
one bushel per acre, so the loss 
can lie estim ated on this basis. 
The cylinder speedof the com­ 
bine should be adjusted to thresh 
beans cleanly without cracking 
them. The combine recleaner 
should 
be used to 
remove 
foreign m aterial. Failure to do 
this can result in dockage and 
will increase 
the danger 
of 
storage loss when beans are 
stored by reducing a ir circula­ 
tion through the beans in the 
bin.

$300,000 in 
School Aid 
Available 
CHARLESTON — Federal aid 
amounting to about $300,000 
will be available to the R -l 
School 
D istrict during this 
fiscal year. Superintendent W. 
R. Pierce J r. told the board of 
education at its October m eet­ 
ing last night. 
Pierce told the board 
the 
amount of aid to be received 
by M ississippi County Is based 
upon the number of children 
on Aid to Dependent Children 
payrolls and on the number of 
children between five and 17 
who come from homes in which 
the annual income is less than 
$2,000. 
On this basis, he said, M is­ 
sissippi County is entitled to 
about $638,000 under Title 1 of 
the 1956 Elem entary and Sec­ 
ondary Act, of which 75 per cent 
has been appropriated for this 
fiscal year. 
Within the county, he con­ 
tinued, the money is apportioned 
to d istricts on the basis solely 
of the number of children be­ 
tween five and 17 who are on 
ADC. 
In M ississippi County, he said, 
994 of the 3,136 children in the 
R -l district are on ADC, while 
458 of the R-2 children are ADC 
cases. 
P ierce told the board 
the 
money must be used for new or 
expanded program s, and must 
be used prim arily in the areas 
w here children are "education­ 
ally deprived." The extent of 
educational deprivation in the 
d istrict Is the subject of a cur- 
* ren t study by R -l principals 
and teachers, he said. 
P ierce urged the board to con­ 
sid e r establishm ent of a kinder­ 
garten program which would be 
open to children who plan to 
sta rt first grade in 
b o th 
parochial and public schools. 
Other 
recom m endations, he 
added, would be forthcoming as 
soon as definite guidelines on 
use of the funds are received 
from the state and federal de­ 
partm ents of education.

other action Wednesday 
night, the board: 
* Approved a revised budget 
fo r the current school year, 
calling for total disbursem ents 
of $2,951,500, anticipated r e ­ 
ceipts and balances of $3,306,- 
718, and an anticipated July 1, 
1966 balance of $355,218.

son Bend last April, and by 
the increase In the state school 
foundation and transportation 
aid program s.
